The  most  remarkable  fact  emerging  from  the  stat¬ 
istics  for  this  year  is  the  unusually  steep  fall  in  popu¬ 
lation  -  a  decrease  of  1  400®  This  brings  the  population 
figure  below  the  figure  for  the  1921  Census c  In  other 
respects**  the  statistics  indicate  that  the  standard  of 
health  generally  was  maintained  though  not**  unfortunately^ 
improved - 

Among  the  infectious  diseases,*  it  was  a  ''Measles 
year%  the  figure  of  766  being  unusually  high5  though  by 
no  means  a  record*  As  usual  the  disease  was  mild  and 

there  were  no  deaths  assigned  to  this  cause0 

The  work  of  the  Department  was^  as  alwaysy  con¬ 
siderably  assisted  by  the  co-operation  of  the  othe r Of f ic- 
ials  of  the  Corporation  and  by  the  diligence  of  the  staff .

Report  by  the  superintendent  for  19.61* 

Medical  Baths, 

This  title  continues  to  be  a  misnomer*  A  more  appro¬ 
priate  designation  would  probably  be  something  on  the  lines 
of  ’’Physical  Treatment  Centre”*  The  actual  number  of 
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patients  treated  by  douches,  sprays,  partial  or  total 
immersion  is  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  whole • 

The  greater  number  of  patients  attending  were  of 
the  middle  and  older  age  groups  exhibiting  the  degen^  3 
erative  conditions  of  Rheumatic  Aetiology®  The  fees 
charged  are  within  the  means  of  all  classes  of  the 
community® 

The  number  of  patients  referred  by  local  prac¬ 
titioners  and  consultants  was  sufficient  to  maintain 
a  steady  pressure  of  work  during  the  winter  months® 

The  influx  of  visitors  during  the  summer  was  so  great 
that  an  extra  part  time  physiother apis t  was  appointed® 

Slipper  Baths® 

The  service  was  started  in  1950 ®  The  number  of 
people  using  the  baths  during  the  winter  months  has 
fallen  considerably,  but  the  attendance  during  the 
summer  remains  constant  and  may  become  higher  as  the 
caravan  type  of  holiday  becomes  more  widespread®

The  Water  Engineer  kindly  prepared  the  following 
account  for  inclusion  in  this  Annual  Report. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  of  Scarborough  is 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  does  not 
show  plumbo-sol vent  properties. 

Bacteriological  Tests » 

A  total  of  395  samples  were  taken  from  the  distri¬ 
bution  system  (mostly  from  consumer  taps) ;  of  these  15 
were  found,  on  the  initial  sampling,  to  be  unsatisfactory 
but  on  subsequent  re-sampling  all  were  proved  to  be  sat-? 
isfactory.  In  no  case  was  there  any  indication  that  the 
water  supplied  was  anything  but  wholesorae0  Samples  were 
also;  taken  from  the  raw  water  at  Cay ton  Bay  and  Irton 
(not  Osgodby  as  this  pumping  station  is  now  defunct)  0 

Chemical  Analyses a 

Chemical  analyses  of  raw  and  treated  water  were  made 
regularly  each  month. 

Total  hardness  of  Irton  water  averages  175  p.p.m. 
of  which  approximately  25^  is  permanent  hardness. 

Total  hardness  of  water  from  Cayton  averages  250 
pop .mo  of  which  about  25^  is  permanent  hardness. 


Mains  Supply a 

Only  5  dwellings  within  the  Borough  do  not  brave 
a  mains  water  supply.  This  is  due  to  topographical 

reasons,  At  31st  December  19615  a  total  of  14^633 

dwellinghouses 9  flats  etc,  were  connected  to  the  rrfains. 
It  is  estimated  that  a  population  of  43^210  is  supplied 
from  public  water  mains ,  with  a  population  of  20  not 
having  a  mains  supply, 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  for  the 
following  information  (paragraphs  3  and  4), 

(3)  sewerage. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Eastfield  neighbourhood 
which  is  drained  on  the  partially  separate  system  to 
the  Scarborough  R„DoCJs  sewage  disposal  works  at Seamer^ 
the  remainder  of  the  Borough  is  drained  largely  on  the 
combined  system  to  sea  outfalls,  A  considerable  amount 
of  work  has  been  carried,  out  in  recent  years  on  the  re¬ 
construction  and  enlargement  of  trunk  sewers.  Further 
works  in  hand  and  programmed  for  the  near  future  will 
ensure  that  the  condition  and  capacity  of  the  main 
sewerage  system  remains  satisfactory  for  an  indefinite 
period, 

( 4)  Housing.  ■ 

Eighty  new  flats  and  houses  were  built  by  the 
Corporation  during  1361  and  57  new  houses  and  flats 
were  built  by  private  enterprise.  In  addition  78  new 
flats  were  developed  by  private  enterprise  by  conversion 
during  the  year,
